In explaining how tile ratings 
were established. Earl P. Bloom 
of the University Department of 
English states that the depart­ 
ment hopes to compile such hon­ 
or rolls annually, giving high 
S ch o o ls opportunity to check on 
student achievement and, indi­ 
rectly, 
providing a check 
on 
teaching staffs. 
To single 
out 
the 
various 
schools deserving commendation, 
rhetoric grades of University of 
Illinois students from each Illin­ 
ois high school were compiled 
for the IO year period, 1933-34 
to 1942-43, Grade point 
totals 
were determined 
by a scale 
ranging from “A", equal to five 
^points, to “E”, equal 
to 
one 
•poin t. 
Exemption from either of the 
two University of Illinois rhetor­ 
ic courses by successful comple­ 
tion of proficiency examinations 
was given the same 
value as 
“A”. 
To obtain a school’s average, 
rhetoric grade points 
of 
that 
school’s students were 
totaled 
and then divided by the number 
of rhetoric courses these stud- 
^ en ts had taken over the 10-year 
^period. 
A school was selected for one 
of three divisions of the honor 
roll if the school average were 
equal to or better than 3., the 
university’s 
“C” 
or 
average 
grade. 
The IO high schools receiving 
highest honors include Bensen­ 
ville.

Barrington loses 
bond suit; Arlington 
may be next 


Superior 
Judge 
Robert 
E. 
Crowe Tuesday issued an order 
directing the Village of Barring­ 
ton to pay over $16,000 to bond- 
h alders 
of 
special 
assessment 
bonds of the village. 
The court ruled: 
“Certain funds 
which 
were 
legally payable upon the bonds 
of the plaintiffs have not been 
paid to them by reason of the 
failure of the village and its of­ 
ficials to make prompt, pro rata 
disbursement.” 
The bonds were sold to fin­ 
ance the construction of storm 
water and sanitaiy sewers, and 
a disposal station and treatment 
plant. 
The village was directed also 
to pay the costs of the suit, 
plus interest at the rate of five 
percent from the date of en­ 
try of the decree. 
Judge Crowe 
also retained jurisdiction of the 
matter for purposes of enforcing 
his order. 
Final decree in a similar suit 
against the Village of Arlington 
Heights has not been given by 
the court although recommended 
by a Master in Chancery. 


Eastwood, a new subdivision in 
an 
area 
formerly 
known 
as 
Klehm’s wroods, between Euclid 
and Miner streets, east of Hick­ 
ory street. 
The plans call for 
the expenditure of nearly $150,- 
000 for streets, sewer and wa­ 
ter. 
The plan commission has 
given its approval and the vil­ 
lage will probably do likewise 
as soon as the plats are ready 
for official acceptance.

Public schools make 
salary Adjustments 


President N. M. 
Lattof 
an­ 
nounces that at a regular meet­ 
ing on December IO, the Board 
of Education of District No. 25 
voted a $100 cost of living sal­ 
ary (supplement, to be paid to 
all regular employees. 
This is 
similar to action taken recently 
in many other school systems. 
This represents the second ef­ 
fort made by the Board of Ed­ 
ucation to keep up with the 
rapid increase in the cost of 
living since salaries 
for 
this 
(school year were established last 
spring. 
A $200 cost of living 
adjustment was added to teach­ 
ers’ salaries on June 28, 1946. 
The local board of education 
is conscious of the need for sub­ 
stantial increases in teachers’ sal­ 
aries generally, in order to in­ 
duce young people to enter the 
profession and in order to hold 
those teachers already in it, who 
are experiencing the difficulties 
of persons with low fixed in­ 
comes in a time of rising costs. 
It is the feeling of the Board 
of Education that this communi­ 
ty wants to maintain and im­ 
prove its educational program 
and that securing and keeping 
good teachers is 
essential 
for 
that purpose.

Room for 500 vet 
families at Douglas 


While 
plans 
are 
proceeding 
rapidly for the 
conversion 
of 
Douglas airport to civilian use, 
Chicago aldermen are * seeking 
authority 
to 
convert 
several 
large structures on the field for 
veteran housing until the air­ 
drome is ready for use. 
The 
housing 
proposal 
was 
made in an ordinance submitted 
to the city council by Alderman 
William J. Cowhey (41st), and 
referred to the council’s housing 
committee for action. 
“The conversion of the admin­ 
istration and personnel buildings 
at Douglas for temporary veter­ 
an housing would take care of 
at least 500 families,’’ Cowhey 
told members of the 
housing 
committee. 
“Parking facilities are there, 
plus plenty of heat, water and 
sewage facilities,” Cowhey add­ 
ed. 
“In fact $200,000 was spent 
on a water line to supply Doug­ 
las with city water.” 
Buses would be required to 
travel only five minutes to the 
city, Co whey explained. 
He al­ 
so suggestedithat the present in­ 
firmary 
and 
several 
barracks 
could also be converted to tem­ 
porary housing. 
The problem is whether or not 
the housing authority would be 
able to finance housing outside 
of the city. 
Cowhey reminded the housing 
committee that the housing au­ 
thority is financing housing in 
some of the forest preserve ar­ 
eas.

The buyers 
harvest the crop.

cattle ranges. 
In New Mexico it

Beneficiaries of veterans who

An increase of 51 per cent 
over the prewar year 1940 in the

pected in 1947, Frank S. Endi­ 
cott, director of the bureau of 
placement of Northwestern Uni­ 
versity, said this morning. Dec, 
12. 
He gave the report before 
a conference of 50 personnel ex­ 
ecutives of major companies of 
the eastern and central states, 
and 13 university placement di­ 
rectors of the middle west. The 
all-day meeting took place in 
the Technological Institute 
on 
the Evanston campus. 
Endicott’s survey, for which 
HO companies supplied informa­ 
tion, indicated that 90 firms es­ 
timated their needs for inexper­ 
ienced college graduates dunni 
1947 to be 4,871, an average 
54 per company. Spokesmen for 
the firms told Endicott that they 
expect the need to continue at 
the same level for several years, 
provided there is no national ec­ 
onomic setback. 
The greatest need in 1947 will 
be for engineers, 2,315 of them 
among the 90 companies, in this 
order: 
chemical, 
mechanical, 
electrical, civil and aeronautical, 
only 
will 
general business training receiv­ 
ed iif schools of commerce or 
colleges of liberal arts. Chemists 
and salesmen place third and 
fourth, respectively. 
In view of the greatly increas­ 
ed enrollment in colleges and 
universities, an oversupply was 
predicted in certain fields by 48 
per cent of the respondents to 
the 
questionnaire. 
Continued 
shortages in other fields were 
predicted by 47 per cent. 
Fields in which an oversupply 
was forecast include 
personnel 
work, 
business 
administration, 
accounting, industrial

For larger houses one 40- * 
w att bulb for every 200 square 
feet of floor space is a good 
standard to follow. 
The lights may be turned on 
in the early morning or in the 
evening, or both, to provide a 
tota^ day of 13 or 14 hours. 
Morning lights may be prefer­ 
red because they can be turned 
on more regularly, and a dim ­ 
ming device isn’t needed.

Principal 
yard lights should be controlled by 
a switch in the farm house. Such 
lights should be served by separate 
circuits, so that if trouble occurs on 
other lighting circuits, it will not 
affect them. This arrangement, also, 
will prevent the failure of yard light 
wiring from interrupting service to 
other outlets not necessarily linked 
to yard lighting functions. 
Agricultural specialists suggest the 
location of lights at all places on the 
farmstead which may be visited after 
dark, such as lambing she£s, machine 
and farm shops, ga rag es. brooder 
houses and milk house loading plat­ 
forms. Lights on buildings housing 
livestock are also useful, not only 
for protection, but to assist farmers 
in rounding up stock which might 
break loose during the night 
Small, adjustable, enclosed, weather­ 
proof floodlights are also growing in 
popularity with farmers as another 
means of providing proper illumina­ 
tion. They are equally adaptable for 
portable lighting purposes or for use 
as permanent outdoor and indoor fix­ 
tures. Floodlights of this type are 
especially useful in hay mows or 
other barn locations. Farmers also 
employ them effectively, as trouble 
lamps, to protect range poultry and 
to illuminate roadside stands, farm 
yards and choring areas. It la esti­ 
mated that farmers would purchase 
about 100.000 of them per year if 
they could be produced in sufficient 
quantities. 
It must be remembered, however, 
that adequate wiring and the use of 
proper s.zed bulbs are necessary to 
assure a lighting system functioning 
satisfactorily.

Urge fishermen to 
pull for support of 
sportsmen's bill 


Fisherm en of Illinois may not 
realize it, but since 1941—when 
it was enacted as a war-revonue 
measure—they have been paying 
a substantial federal tax on rods, 
reels, artificial hires, and other 
kinds of fishing tackle. 
Now' 
that the w ar is over, one of 
three things may happen to this 
tax. 
It may be repealed, which 
is improbable. 
It may be con­ 
tinued, and the money used for 
projects of no particular benefit 
to fishermen. Or it m a y b e con­ 
tinued 
under provisions 
of 
a 
bill to be introduced during the 
next Congress by Rep. A. Willis 
Robertson of Virginia. 
Representative 
R o b e r t son s 
proposal appears to deserve the 
support of fisherm en and con­ 
servation clubs in every state 
in the union, for it is sim ilar to 
the Pitt m an-Robertson Act, un­ 
der which tax revenue on sport­ 
ing arm s and am m unition is ap­ 
portioned among the states for 
wildlife conservation and m an­ 
agement. 
Robertson’s bill would 
set up a broad program for im­ 
proving and expanding fishing 
opportunities 
for 
American 
sportsmen by means of research, 
im provem ent of existing facili­ 
ties, and acquisition and develop­ 
ment of new fishing waters. The 
tax revenue would be allotted 
to the various states on a m atch­ 
ing basis.

(1) Interred overseas in a permanent American military ceme­ 
tery if sufficient requests are mcsde to warrant the establish­ 
ment of such cemeteries; or interred hi a local private cemetery 
overseas if r.o military cemetery ic established in the area. 
(2) Returned to the United States for burial in a national ceme­ 
tery, if the deceased was a member of the armed forces. 
(3) Returned to the United States or any American possession or 
territory for interment by the next-of-kin in a private cemetery. 
or for cremation. 
(4) Sent to a foreign country which was the deceased s native 
land if the United States can obtain entry to that country. 


Q. 
If the naxt-of-kin does not stipulate any choice, what will 
be done with the remains? 
A 
They will be interred in the nearest military cemetery over­ 
seas or otherwise interred according to the best interests of the 
government. 


Q * Who i* “ncxt-of-kin"? 
A. 
The War Department recognizes the next-oi-kin in the fol­ 
lowing order: 


If the deceased wa* not married: father, mother, brothers over 
21 years old in the order of their seniority, sisters over 21 
years old in order of their seniority, relatives over 21 yeais old 
in order of their relationship to the deceased 
If the decoased was married: tho widow or widower if not 
divorced, separated, or remarried, sons of tho deceased over 
21 years old in the order of their seniority, daughters of the 
deceased over 21 years old in the order of their seniority, rel­ 
atives over 21 years old in order of their relationship to the 
deceased.
